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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 29-31 and 44-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Agarwal et al. (US 20020013440) for the reasons set forth in item 6 of he 
Office action mailed 1 1/30/2006. 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/27/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants argue that the reference does not disclose use of alpha, 
internal non-conjugated diene; however, they have ignored the previously cited 
reference teaching to use vinyl norbornene as a comonomer in the invention of forming 
a propylene-diene copolymer [0043]. This monomer is clearly within applicants' 
definition recited in the specification at [0020]. 

Double Patenting 

2. Claims 29-32 and 44-51 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 38, 39, 41-49 
and 56-61 of copending Application No. 1 0/71 7,264. Although the conflicting claims are 
not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because, if the copending 
claims were prior art, copending claims 38, 39 and 48 would clearly anticipate instant 
claims 29-31 . Instant claims 32 and 44-51 would be obvious embodiments in view of 
copending claims 38, 39, 42-44, and 56-61 . 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. However, it is noted that the 
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copending application has been assigned a patent number and an issue date, and 
therefore this rejection will likely not be withdrawn even if it becomes the sole remaining 
issue. 

3. Claims 52-63 are allowed over the prior art currently of record.
